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Boa B. Reynolds, Silver Sorin';, Maryland insurance 
agent, waa interviewed in the office of hits attorney, 

James F, Fitzgerald, Boon SCO, Citizens Building and Loan 
Association Building, Silver Spring, Haryland, on January 24, 
1DG4, Ho acknowledged knowing tho FBI was desirous of 
contacting bin on tho previous day, hut stated ho desired to 
contact tho FBI in tho presence of his attornoy. Reynolds 
was adviced tho FBI desired for hln to cako availablo any and 
all information ho had in bio possession concerning tho 
assassination of President John F. Kennedy. T.’hcn Reynolds 
hesitated, hia attornoy asked if ho had any kacwlcdgo of this 
matter, and Roynolds stated h a> had opinions but would rathor 
not furnish theso until tho Barron Corraitteo asked hin for 
then. At thia point, Fitzgerald requested Roynolds to 
accompany feira from tho rocn, and they apparently confcrrod io*? 
about five minutes. Upon returning to tho room, Roynolds 
stated ho would »ako availablo all the information in his 
possession concerning; this matter. 

Roynolds profaccd hio cormcnta with the statement 
that h© has been a long timo friend and associate of 
Robert G. Baker, former Gccrctary for tho Uajority, United 
States Bonato. Ro said on January £0, 1DG1, on tho occasion 
of tho Inauguration of President Kennedy, ho, F.oynolds, epoat 
tho luajority of tho day in Baker’s office or in tho Capitol 
Rotunda. Ha ctated thoro were many people present in Baker 'O 
office during tho da7, including hie w.ifo, Reynolds said 
that during a discussion with Baker on that date, Baker 
stated whilo referring to tho cwoaring in of Kennedy, words 
t© th® effect that tho s.o.te. La being sworn la but he will 
n#yoa? live his tena oat# Eo will di© a violent death. s 
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
